M eanwhile, the nationalist govern­ 
m ent troops under C hiang K ai-Shek 
stru ck w ith suddenness and determ in 
ation against rebels in the northern 
sections. 
A general attack , w hich had been

Opinion was veering, however, tow­ 
ard the belief that the Connie Frank­ 
lin that Tiller Rumlner claims was 
snatched from her side on a lonely 
mountain trail and burned to death 
really is dead and the man of m ys­ 
tery who says he is Connie Franklin 
is an imposter. 
A man who knows Connie Franklin 
well was in Mountain View today abd 
although he had not seen th# “resyrr- 
rected Franklin,” 
declared he could 
not be his friend of former years. 
Coleman Foster, who 
returned 
to

said Connie Franklin's hair was light 
The man who “came back from the 
dead” had dark hair. Foster described 
Franklin as considerably shorter than 
the man who claim s his name. 
“I was an intimate friend of Con­ 
nie’s,” Foster said. 
“I have shaved 
him rind cut his hair many times. He 
was a blond, about 31 years old, and 
had a wife from whom he was separ­ 
ated.”
